A number of liberary people in 
this city have co-operated in start- 
ing a movement in aid of Helen 
Keller, the wonderful blind, deaf 
and dumb girl, who will very soon 
enter Rateliffe College for Women, 
an annex to Harvard College. 

So gifted is Miss Keller that at 
the age of seventeen she will enter 
this college probably better prepar- 
ed than any girl in full possession 
of all her facidties. She has ac- 
complished wonderful things in ten 
ye*ws, aided by her teacher. Miss 
Sidlivan, and, owing to the new 
movement in her behalf, a promis- 
ing future lies before her. 

As she has no means of her own. 
Miss Keller's friends and these li- 
terary people who are interesting 
themselves in her behalf, are try- 
ing to raise the sum of $50,000, "to 
be invested so that the income will 
furnish support for Miss Keller and 
her teacher. At their death the 
income is intended to revert to 
some benevolent institution to be 
named by the trustees of the fund.

Keller was started only a month 
ago, but already, so great and 
widespread is interest iu her case, 
that nearly ha If of the required sum 
has been raisetl.

Helen Keller is the daughter of a 
Southern editor, of Tuscumbia. 
The famil.v is an old and gifted 
one, being descendants on the 
father's siile from the Virginia 
Fail faxes. Miss Keller was born 
in 1880, and is one of four chil- 
dren. At the age of IS months she 
was stricken with a long and wast- 
ing illness that, on her ivcovery, 
left her blind, deaf and dumb. 

To this day she knows nothing of 
the outside world either through 
vision or hearing, and is kept in 
touch with life only through a sort 
of exqtrisite inner sense so perfect 
antl so subtle that she understands 
pet>ple and nattire in a way that 
IMxssibly no other human being can 
hope to do. 

This wonderfully acute i>ercep- 
live faculty she calls " the power of 
feeling with my soul." 

Miss Keller claims tiu> luMitage 
of genius and ability, handed 
down to her by her long line of 
gifted anc<\stois. At the age of 
seven years a teacher was d 

for her, in the persons ol li- 

livan, of the Wright-Humason 
schtwl for the deaf and dumb, at 
No. 42 West Seventy -sixth Stn>et, 



in this city. Miss Sullivan began 
with her pupil by culivating her 
already keen sense of touch. 

Hy this means she taught her to 
read, u.sing raised letters, and now 
Miss Keller has the languages of 
three nations literally at herfin- 
ger's ends. She is perfectly ac- 
quainted with the English, (German 
and French langiia^^'es. 

After the reading. Miss Sullivan 
begiin what seemed a task beyond 
the range of human possibility. 
She taught her pupil to articulate, 
with the result that at present Miss 
Keller speaks fluently three lan- 
guages. 

Placing her hand on Miss Sulli- 
van's throat and lips she learned 
the movements necessary for the 
production of certain sounds. In 
this way Mi.ss Keller was taught to 
speak without learning a 8ingl(> 
sound of any kind. Her control of 
the laryngial musclej^ is absoluieh 
perfect, and she speaks in a .softly 
modulated tone, pleasing to the 
ear, antl vai\ing to keep perfect 
harmony with the spoken wonls. 

After a long training under Miss 
Sullivan, Hellen Keller finisluKl her 
education at the Wright Humanson 
School. Then she pas.sed all the 
egtrarice requirements for Ratlcliffe 
College. 

When she gties to college Miss 
Sullivan will accompany Jier, and 
convey to her the lectures and 
instruction given thei-e thrtmgh tin 
medium of louch alone.

The averat^e newspaper reader 
unconsciously forms his opinion of 
a community by the appearance' of 
tiie paper he is reading. lie is 
sometimes decreived in this, but 
not often. It is reasonable to as- 
snine — and the assumption is al- 
most formally correct — that a 
paper print^^d in a tjlurred manner, 
from old out-of-dat<' faces, witli 
a<lB. which anneunce Christmas 
>?oods in July, and contains prin- 
cijially clippings from exchanges 
and appeals to subscribers to " pay 
up" — t.i)af such a paper represents 
a community Im^'king in enterprise, 
life and vim ; and the mind irresis- 
tubly pictures a town where the 
8i«n boarJs are faded to unread- 
ableness, broken windows mende<l 
with paper, wooden houses nn- 
painted, grass growing in the 
streets with cattle grazing thereon, 
and the deathlike stillness broken 
only by the stentorian tones of a 
voice frgm the outlyinjr di.strict 
caliinjrto the hired man, " Ilev, 
Rube !" 

If this picture applies to journal- 
ism in general, it^ apiilication falls 
with added force on the " little 
paper family." In the latter 
ca.Hf! "won't " is more often the ex- 
T)litnation for p(M)r appearance than 
"e.in't." And the explanation 
may be attributed to the same 
want of enterprise, life and vim 
which characterizes the communi- 
ties spoken of alwjve. If foremen 
ar-e incompetent, the r-esponsibilily 
rests with the appoititing power ; 
if the material is worn or out-of- 
date (which is more often the 
cause), the authorities are once 
more to blame. Want of action in 
either case indicates a lack of in- 
t.<;r"st, which justifies the reader in 
setting the school down as an un- 
methodical dead-alive sort of in- 
stitution. When we consider that 
the sf^hools for the deaf are known 
at>road so largely through the jnib- 
lieations issued by them, it is a 
matter of the greatest surj)rise that 
more attention is not given to the

The luter-Ocean of March 20th had 
a long article from the pen of .Mary 
,Iame.son, in which the reasons why 
the bill was being opposed by the 
d(>af of this city and others. It 
was an ably written article, and 
brought forth two " replies" in the 
March 2!>th edition of the same 
pap(>r. One of these replies was 
written by a Mrs. Gilmer, who has 
a deaf daughter of nine y(>ars of 
age. I lake the following extract 
from her letter as a fair sample of 
th(^ methods being used by the 
l)romoters of the bill to pull the 
wool over the eyes of the "dear 
public :"

fonn and addressed the il«»af in pure Kng- 
lish, liy means of tiu> manual alphabet., 
there was great, demurring among the as- 
sembled deal, among wliom were many 
graduates of the state institution and also 
of (lallaiidet College, because they could 
not understand her."

St. Ann's vestry met Tuesday 
night at the residence of ftev. Dr. 
Krans, No 33 West Twelfth Street, 
and, in etmjunetion with the 
Bishop, decicied upon the basis of 
union with St. Matthew's, and also 
decided to erect a church for deaf- 
mutes. 

Certain legal steps are to \||taken 
at once, and, if no (►bstacle be 
encountered, the union will go into 
effect very soon. 

St. Ann's special work anumg 
deaf-mutes has grown so that latter 
want a ehiircli for themselves. It 
has been thought best to have two 
churches, (me which is now St. 
Matthew's, where people who hear 
may listen to preaching, and the 
other, which is not lo l)e built at 
once, and which when erected will 
bo ailed St. Ann's, foi d(>af mutes 
ahme. This church, in addition to a 
place for the eongi-egation, will 
contain parish rooms for special or 
.social pui'poses. 

The plan provides for the taking 
of land now owned l\v St. Ann's on 
Washington Heights as a building 
site for the new St. Ann's. It also 
provides for a building fund, which 
it is hoped to inerea.se and which 
will make possible the erection of a 
church that will b(>come, in time, a 
worthy memorial to the work of 
Rev. Dr. Gallandet, the well know- 
teacher of deaf-mutes. Rev. Dr. 
Krans will be the rector of the 
joint church, the present rector of 
St. Matthew's, liev. Henry Cham- 
berlaiue, having asked the Bishop 
for a change of work

The following letter, sent to the 
otBcials of St. Ann's, record the re- 
signation of John H. Ctmier, senior 
warden and eldest vestryman of the 
church, who objected to the proposed 
cons()lidation:

" St. Ann's hasalw lys been a free 
cimreli, and has received large do- 
n.ations and legacies for the pi'Oj>ose 
of a free church, and for providing 
an endowment fund for a free 
church. 

BKLIVKS IT MORALLY WRONCS. 

* If I was to sanction by my vote 
the transf'(>r of the asset** thus in- 
trusted t,o St. Ann's Free Church, 
I should feel that I had shown evi- 
dence of gieat moral obliquity, and 
be guilty of a disgraceful, dfis- 
honorable and dishonest breach of 
a sacred trust, and might at the 
same time 1h> laying myself open 
to serious legal difficulties and com- 
plications. 

" The giving up of the name of 
St. Ann's, a name known and lov^ed 
throughout the land, is entirely 
um'alled for. St. Ann's has funds 
enough to build a htind.some and com - 
modious cliurch ^jnd parish build- 
ings, with ample and delightful 
quarters for the deaf-mutes, and to 
have an endowment fund of $100,-

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A M'ly interesting and impressive 
ceremony was concluded yesterday 
afternoon at Trinity Epi.s<,'opal 
Church, Sixth Avenue, when three 
deaf-mutes — one young woman and 
two young men — were confirmed in 
the Protestant Kpi.s<!opal Church by 
lit. llev. Cortlandt Whitehead, 
Bishop of the Pittsburg diocese. 
Belonging to this church are a large 
number of deaf-mutes living in and 
alM)Ut Pittsburg. During, tin; pjist 
twenty-one years Rf!V. Austin W. 
.Mann, the well-known deaf-mute 
missionary of the Protestant Epis- 
copal Church, who travels much in 
the L'nited States, ministering to the 
spiritual wants of this class of 
people, has l)ecn coming to Pitts- 
burg for the purjMise of instructing 
that portion of Trinity's member- 
ship in the [jrecejits of the faith. 
Elach yt^ar a class has been pre- 
pared forconhrniation and thusmafle 
"Soldiers of Christ,"' aceording to 
the Epis^sopal ritual. The numlxM 
of candidates this year was small, 
but the same degree of care and 
thoroughness was exercis«id in their 
behalf, and the ceremony was just 
as impressive as if ten times that 
nuinhfjr had been confirmed. 

Saturday evening, at 7:;iO, rbe 
final instructions wer« delivered to 
the class in the chajnd h)y Rev. Mr. 
.Mann, and a numlwr of deaf-mute 
ineig^bers wer«' present. This in- 
struction was a review of the cat*?- 
chisni and a ttiorough exjdanation 
of the dfjgnias of faith. Yesterday 
morning at 10:45 the com m union 
services were held in the chapel, 
and the sermon preached in the 
sign language. ,This service was 
attended by about 40 men and 
women, who closely followed every 
move ma<le by the minister, and 
showed that they undf-rstood every 
point by the expressions on their 
faces a» he went along. At the 
conclusion of the sermon 19 men 
and women receivefl holy eoni- 
mnnion. At 4 o'clock in the aft^'r- 
noon the confirmation c<!remonies 
began in the church proper. 
Bishop Whit^hea*! opened by read- 
ing less^>ns from the book of Danifd 
and the Epistles of Paul. Standing 
by his siile, and rea'ling from the 
same l»ook, was Rev. Mr. Mann, 
who tran.smitted the lessons t«) his 
deaf-mute audience in the sign 
language. The siine method was 
pursued in all the prayers, and 
when Bishop Whitehead ascending 
the pulpit to deliver the con- 
firmation sermon, as prescriljed by 
the church, his sih-nt mini; ter did 
the same and stofxl at his right 
hand with bishon's manuscript 
before him. 

The sermon ., . ,.. ,i of Rev. 
-Mr. Mann, embraced a review of 
the history of the Episcopal Church 
from the'timeof the A|>ostles dowd 
lo this day. The sacrament of 
baptism was explained hs being 
absolutely n ef«^ssa ry fo/ salavation, 
but in the Epifcopal (-'hurch it did 
not end -there. That church ex- 
tended its hand to every condition, 
race and age, and brought them 
into oiM leranient

A fellow-correspondent writes 
from (Jhicajio for information con- 
cerning th(! easiest snap for dashing 
off a weekly news-letter. 1 would 
have answered him by letter, but as 
the nearest post-office station is two 
blocks away, I had not the time to 
go for a stamp, and so avail my- 
wlf of part of the space that belongs 
to the New York correspondetHic. 
And, by the way, I will try and fill 
in Ihe rest with legitimate matter. 

I don't know that there is any 
S4;ft sna[i about it, and the man 
that really dashed oflT a news-letter 
is not yet born, and it is not my 
business to prophesy when he will 
be. I can only give (Ids ambitious 
f<;llow-eorr<'Spf)ndent the result of 
n)y own experience! — or ml her the 
wa/ I {iO about it. 

First I go to my grocer ;uiii lior- 
row six she(ts of wrapping pa()er; 
these f fohl twic(i and break into 
twenty-four letfe.'-sheets with a 
ead-pencil. Then I hunt up my 
ink l.ottle, and if there is not much 
ink in it 1 add a Jittle vinegar. 
Then 1 find my pen. If it is a new 
one and Uxi sharp, I dull it on the 
stove. Now, having the paper, ink 
and pen, I sit down — mostly on a 
clijiir, sometimes a stool, and fre- 
quently a box, but invariably never 
anything «'Ise. Now I am ready. 
Thirty minutes later I am still 
ready. i>iiring all this time I have 
run my fingers through almost 
every hair on my head (except the 
eye-lashes). This is an indispens- 
abl<5 performance, and no man who 
never did it ever rose to literary 
fame. 

Another few minutes elaps<j, 
and again I dip the pen in the ink 
probably for the fortieth time, and 
in a few minutes more I write a 
few lines, generally commencing 
with "The past week has," etc. 
After writing half a page, I tear it 
up an<l commence a new — some- 
times for four or five times, and 
finally I get going. If I start at 7 
P.M. and finish by 11.30 i'..M., I 
consi'ler I have done vejy well, 
providing I get up at least one full 
column. 

The next step is to seal the letter, 
and if I forget to say something, 
tear it open again, put it in another 
envelope an<i start for the post- 
office. When near the post-ofliee I 
generally open the envelope again 
to number the pages. The latter 
is a liad habit, but it is the true 
key-note to success in journalism. 
Aft>!r being in the harness for 
twelve years, one ought to reduce 
the time for writing a column letter 
from four and a half tx> four hours. 
I trust my Chicago frien<l will 
profit from the above. It should 
also be a<lded, that for IMiiladel- 
phians ten to twelve hours is con- 
sidered remarkably good time for 
"dashing otl" a column news- 
letter.

As to tJM> separate school niatt<M' 
referred lo in our last letter, w(> did 
not intend to convtjy Uie id«!a that 
we w<>re not in favor of the t)ro- 
position tosciiarate the twoseparate 
and distinct sc^hools ; but we 
tluMight it advisable lo let the iiial- 
ter alone for the j)rcsoiit, in con- 
sideration <d the pn^vailing state of 
affairs at the school.
